How Mrs. Isgate and tim children 
escaped is regarded as a mirai Ie. The 
shanty and all were swallowed by I .« 
breaeh, sixty feet a< m ss aud seventy 
five feet deep, leaving no trace of tnt 
men or building. 
When tin* alarm was given the work 
of the rest liers was virtually set a1 
naught by th** slide continuing. W here 
the bodies are is now problem atical. 
T hey may have fallen feoff feet deep 
into the recesses of the old m ine w ork­ 
ings. 
R eam ers fear that the big besting 
stove in tile shanty m ay have set fire 
to the mine and that tlmy will he fur 
titer handicapped. 
John I mimes, who was working near 
the shanty, saved him self by grasping 
a steam pipe and holding on until help 
arrived.
